In 2002, the one half cent sales tax was approved to fund the acquisition and construction of a project adding 
two lanes to US Hwy 63 between Macon, MO and Kirksville, MO. The sales tax is distributed to the City of p 
Kirksville and then remitted to the Hwy 63 Transportation Corporation to fund the local match per the 
agreement with the Missouri Department of Transportation. The final payment for this project will be made by 
June, 2013. In 2008, the one half cent sales tax was approved to fund the acquisition and construction of a 
project adding a two lane bypass around the City of Kirksville. The one half cent sales tax is distributed to the 
City of Kirksville, the Downtown TIF and S. Hwy 63 TIF capture their share of the sales tax and the remainder 
is maintained by the City to pay for the annual local share match per the agreement with the Missouri Highway 
and Transportation Commission. The first payment is due in 2013.
